i*prt JH»lIeek to be Abandoned. 


The policy of concentrating the Unit 


ed States troops in the West a larg 
military posts lately reoommended b; 
4h» War Department, seems to hav< 
been speedily adopted, as orders for thi 
abandonment of the various posts in this 
State, including Fort Halls ok, have, we 
are reliably informed, says the Elfeo In 
•dependent, already been issued. The 
wisdom of -withdrawing all the troops 
irom Nevada, leaving her without Gov- 
ernment protection against any anc 
erery emergency that may arise, ib, to 
flay the least, extremely questionable 
The large number of Indians in this 
sparsely settled portion of the State 
•Should they feel so disposed, could in- 
flict great injury upon the whites, mak- 
ing it a very undesirable place of abode, 
and though at present peaceable enough, 
it is impossible to determine to what 
-extent the presence of the military con- 
duces to the fostering of aboriginal 
friendliness toward the whites. About 
the only direct advantage the State has 
•ver diawrt from the general govern- 
ment has been through the small mili- 
tary posts within her borders, and it 
now appears that even this recognition 
-of our Statehood is held to have been 
too great a concession to so insignifi- 
cant a factor of our Union. 


If troops aie to be quartered in any 


•part of the State, no better post than 
that at Halleck could be selected for the 
purpose, as it presents advantages from 
a military point of view presented by 
uone other in the State, for while it is 
in the heart of the Indian country, it is 
also in the midst of a fine agricultural 
region, where forage and supplies are 
abundant and cheap, which, with the 
railroad close at hand for the speedy 
dispatch of troops in case of emergency, 
renders it the most eligible position for 
a camp, in the country. An immense 
amount has been expended in the con- 
struction of buildingn and other ini- 
pro^ements, and a much larger number 
of men than the usual quota might be 
quartered at Halleck with very little ad- 
ditional expense.

Last Fall a sample of Arabian grass, 


or evergreen millet, was brought to the 
Silver State office from the ranch of J. 
W. Brown, near Unionville. The stalks 
were about seven feet long and con- 
tained long bunches of rich grain like 
seed. An item relative to the grass was 
published in the Silver State, and sev- 
eral letters were received asking for 
more information 
about 
the grass, 


where seed oould be procured, eto. 
Now we find the following on the sub- 
ject in an agricultural exchange: "This 
grass is no new thing. It has been 
grown for hay and pasture on the driest 
lands of the Old World from the earliest 
record of any plant grown for feed or 
pasture. It originally came from near 
the ancient city of Aleppo, iu*JArabia, 
situated between Jordan and the Eu- 
phrates, a semi-desert region, famed for 
the production of this grass. It has 
been grown for many years on the dry 
lands of New Zealand, Australia and 
some of the Southern States (lands too 
dry to produce other grasses), which is 
a sufficient guarantee of its success any- 
where on this coast.

Government Artpsiuii Well. 


The Government artesian well, 100 


miles ecst of Denver, on which work 
has been prosecuted for the past, yoar, 
has proved a complete success. 
On 


the 5th instant eight feet of loose gravel, 
with a sandstone foundation below it, 
was struck, 
tapping a subterranean 


stream, which sent up to tho surface an 
inexhaustible flow of clear, pure water. 
The Enterprise thinks this fortunate 
result'of an experiment, about which so 
many people of the West have felt so 
deep an interest, will greatly encour- 
age private enterprise of this kind in 
Nevada and elsewhere to secure water 
for irrigating purposes and the reclam- 
ation of desert lauds. 
Persons who 


are familiar with tho locality in which 
this Government well was bored will 
admit that there is not a valley in 
Nevada which does not afford a more 
promising site for a well of the kind. 
Our valleys are all surrounded with 
high ranges of hills, on the tops of 
which are found living springs. When 
water met, on the top of the rim of a 
basin a hole bored through at the bot- 
tom ought to bring forth a still more 
abundant supply. 


Working jjO\v tiru<le Ores at a 


Profit. 


The annual reports oi the Sierra 


Buttes and Pluinas-Eureka mices, both 
now owned by English companies, give 
some interesting figures in showing that 
ores of a low grade can be worked at a 
margin of good profit. 
The Sierra 


Battes mine produced for the year 19,- 
437 tons of quartz, mined at a cost of 
$4 10 per ton, and milled at 60 cents 
per ton, making the average working 
expenses $4 70 per ton. The average 
yield of the ore in free gold was $S 47, 
and with the tailings $7 06 per ton. 
The yield of ^ie Plumas-Eureka was 
29,555 tons. The coat of mining $3 10 
per ton, and milling 48 cents pei ton, or 
a total of $3 58 per ton. The average 
yield of the ore in free gold .was $6 88 
per ton. 


An Important JLitnil IH'uision. 
Secretary Teller decides that lands
